End Of Year 


{As the result of a meeting of 
the Stewards of the Shanghai 
Race Club on Saturday night, it 
was decided to suspend Mr. Victor 
Haimovitch from riding until 
December 31, 1920. The decision 
was rezcked following a_ special 
mecting of the Stewards, at which 


evidence was given by both Mr.. 


'Hlaimovitch and Dr. E. J. Edgar 
regarding the incident which led 
to tke suspension of Mr. Hai- 
movitch from riding in the Cham- 
pions on Wednesday last. 


It will be recalled that Mr. Hai- | 


movitch, who has §cen riding ponies 
successtully ‘in - Shanghai during 
the past ten years, and who was 
expected to ride Busy Lee in the 
Champions, was not permitted at 
the last minute to ridc any rony 
in the main event of the Spring 
meeting. His mount, Busy Bee, 
much to the surprise of the public, 
was given to Mr. Bowling, who 
suceessiully rode the pony to 
victory. 

It subsequently transpired that 
Mr. Haimovitch had been disharre-! 
from riding owing to certain char- 
ges levelled against him b:; Dr. 
Edzar in whose name the winning 
tickct was held. Prior to the race, 
the Stewards held a mectinz and

suspended Mr. Haimovitch from

On Saturday, a further inquiry 


was held, as the result of which 
Mr. Haimecvitch was suspended 
until the end of the current year.
